Portland police clear 
Occupy protesters 


PORTLAND — Police in Port¬ 
land, yesterday reclaimed pub¬ 
lic spaces from Occupy 
protesters, while dozens were 
arrested in cities across the 
country amid elevated tension. 

Portland's Chapman and 
Lownsdale squares were 
largely cleared of the protest¬ 
ers that had camped out for 
more than six weeks, The Ore¬ 
gonian reported. 

Protesters locked arms and 
exclaimed "We are peaceful 
people" as police in riot gear 
announced over loudspeakers 
the parks were closed. 

Things turned violent ear¬ 
lier yesterday as one man was 
arrested for disorderly conduct 
and a police officer was in¬ 
jured by a projectile thrown by 
a protester, the newspaper said. 


Meanwhile, Denver police 
arrested 17 people Saturday 
evening as they forced protes¬ 
ters out of Civic Center Park 
and tore down illegal encamp¬ 
ments, The Denver Post re¬ 
ported. 

Eighteen people were ar¬ 
rested and one received a cita¬ 
tion Saturday evening as Salt 
Lake City police cleared an 
Occupy campsite near Pioneer 
Park, The Salt Lake Tribune 
reported yesterday. The sweep 
was a non-violent affair, police 
and many protesters said. 

Salt Lake City Police Chief 
Chris Burbank said police were 
surprised to see the deplorable 
conditions of the encampment, 
noting some tents were being 
used as bathrooms and drug 
paraphernalia was found. 


Evelyn Lauder of cosmetics 
group dies 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Evelyn 
Lauder, who with her hus¬ 
band Leonard helped build 
the Estee Lauder Companies 
into a global cosmetics giant, 
has died at the age of 75, the 
company announced yester¬ 
day. 


The New York firm said 
Evelyn Lauder, who also 
helped created the "pink rib¬ 
bon" symbolizing the battle 
against breast cancer, died Sat¬ 
urday at the age of 75 from 
complications of non-genetic 
ovarian cancer.

ORANJESTAD — A special 
program dubbed, Expedicion 
Rescate (ER), to prepare 
those involved in the research 
of Aruba’s oral history has 
been conducted and the re¬ 
sults of this program will be 
shared in March of 2012. 

The Department of Cul¬ 
ture and the University of 
Aruba organized a workshop 
under the leadership of 
Jeanne Henriquez, Manager 
of the TULA Curacao Mu¬ 


seum. The ER re¬ 
search program has 
been ongoing since 
last December. 
During the course 
of the year all par¬ 
ticipants in the pro¬ 
gram have par¬ 
ticipated in numer¬ 
ous courses, lec¬ 
tures and work¬ 
shops. The Expedi¬ 
cion Rescate is de¬ 
signed to do 
research on Oral 
History and to do 
so in a structural 
manner, well pre¬ 
pared and profes¬ 
sionally. They will 
be collecting mem¬ 
ories and history 
from our senior ci¬ 
tizens through in¬ 
terviews. 

In this manner 
the Department of 
Culture and the 
University of 
Aruba will attempt 
to safeguard historical data of 
our cultural heritage. Their 
intention is to collect and 
document this information 
and to make it accessible to 
the public and to our schools. 

A workshop was planned 
for all the participants of the 
ER project on the 26th and 
27th of October past. In this 
workshop they learned how 
to transcribe, edit, index, an¬ 
alyze and interpret the data 
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they collected during their re¬ 
search. Participants are now 
ready to make a plan as to 
how they will present the 
final product to the general 
public. 

The Department of Cul¬ 
ture and the University re¬ 
ceived a list of 37 topics for 


investigation from those who 
work in the field of culture. 
This list, according to them is 
the priority list of topics de¬ 
serving immediate investiga¬ 
tion to be able to accurately 
describe Aruba. 

Now that their list of per¬ 
sons to interview has been 


compiled, and the list of 
questions to ask is complete, 
it is expected that soon differ¬ 
ent seniors in our community 
can expect a visit from the 
members of the ER group.

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Oprah receives Oscar for 
humanitarian work 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Ac¬ 
tress and producer Oprah 
Winfrey, who has dominated 
the US television talk show 
scene for a quarter-century, 
was honored with an Oscar 
statuette late Saturday for her 
outstanding humanitarian 
work. 

The 57-year-old television 
megastar — nominated for a 
best supporting actress Oscar 
25 years ago for her role in 
"The Color Purple" — re¬ 
ceived the Jean Hersholt Hu¬ 
manitarian Award at a dinner 
here. 

The award has been given 
out intermittently by the Acad¬ 
emy of Motion Picture Arts 
and Sciences since 1956. 

"I never imagined myself 
receiving an Oscar, especially 
for what I'm considering my 
calling," Winfrey said, visibly 
moved. 

She said she could not 
imagine that someone who 
was bom in 1954 in the small 
town of Kosciusko in rural 
Mississippi state could ever re¬ 
ceive an Oscar. 

Her grandmother used to 
tell her that she hoped she 
would find "some good white 
folks" to work for in the future, 
Winfrey recalled. 

"Nobody could ever imag¬ 
ine that it would be possible 
that you could be anything 
other than a maid, who had 
some good white folks who 
would give her clothes and let 
her take food home for the hol¬ 
iday," she said. "It’s unimagin¬ 
able that I would be standing 


before you tonight." 

Now Winfrey is one of the 
richest women in the United 
States, with Forbes magazine 
estimating her net worth at 
$2.4 billion (1.7 billion euros) 
in 2010. 

In May, Winfrey pulled the 
curtain down on her wildly 
popular talk show — seen by an 
estimated 40 million Ameri¬ 
cans each week — after 25 
years on the air. 

Winfrey co-founded the 
women’s cable television net¬ 
work Oxygen. She is also the 
president of media company 
Harpo Productions. 

Last January, she launched 
in partnership with Discovery 
Communications a new televi¬ 
sion channel called Oprah 
Winfrey Network. 

The event was not tele¬ 
vised, but segments of its 
video recording were expected 
to be shown at the 84th Acad¬ 
emy Awards be held on Febru¬ 
ary 26 at the Kodak Theater 
here.

Singer crashes Obama summit with 
’Occupy' song 



HONOLULU (AFP) - A popu¬ 
lar Hawaiian recording artist 
turned a top-security dinner of 
Pacific Rim leaders hosted by 
President Barack Obama into a 
subtle protest with a song in 
support of the "Occupy" move¬ 
ment. 

Makana, who goes by one 
name, was enlisted to play a 
luau, or Hawaiian feast, Satur¬ 
day night for leaders assem¬ 
bled in Obama’s birthplace 
Honolulu for an annual sum¬ 
mit that is formulating plans 
for a Pacific free-trade pact. 

But in the midst of the din¬ 
ner on the resort strip Waikiki 
Beach, he pulled open his 
jacket to reveal a T-shirt that 
read "Occupy with Aloha," 
using the Hawaiian word 
whose various meanings in¬ 
clude love and peace. He then 
sang a marathon version of his 
new song "We Are The Many." 

Makana, who was born 
Matthew Swalinkavich, said 
the song prompted awkward 
stares from a few of those pre¬ 
sent but the Obamas appeared 
too absorbed with their guests 
to notice what was happening. 


The performance occurred 
at a dinner for summit partici¬ 
pants from 21 economies 
around the Asia-Pacific, in¬ 
cluding Chinese President Hu 
Jintao and Russian President 
Dmitry Medvedev, amid a se¬ 
curity lockdown in Waikiki. 

As Makana sang, about 400 
protesters including anti-glo- 
balization and native Hawaiian 
rights activists staged a protest 
march toward the dinner site 
but turned back after encoun¬ 


tering the smothering security. 

Makana released the song 
on the Internet the day before 
and decided to play it at the 
urging of fans, he said. 

Inspired by the anti-capita- 
list movement that began with 
the "Occupy Wall Street" 
demonstrations in New York, it 
denounces Washington politi¬ 
cians, corporate greed and 
what he sees as an unfair 
American economic system. 


Russia will continue arms sales to ally Syria 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Russia 
will continue exporting arms 
to Syria since no international 
decision has been made out¬ 
lawing it, said a top industry 
official quoted by the news 
agency Interfax yesterday. 

Deputy director of the 
Russian Federal Military and 
Technical Cooperation Service 
(FSVTS) Viacheslav Dzirkaln 
said: "Since there is no restric¬ 
tion on arms deliveries to 
Syria, Russia respects its con¬ 
tractual obligations with the 
country." 

Russia already said in Au¬ 
gust that it would continue to 
send weapons to its longstand¬ 
ing ally, ignoring calls from 
US Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton to countries still tra¬ 
ding with Syria to "get on the 


right side of history". 

International pressure is 
mounting on President Bashar 
al-Assad to end the violent re¬ 
pression of dissent in which at 
least 3,500 people have died, 
according to UN estimates. 

Assad’s security forces have 
been cracking down on pro¬ 
democracy protests, inspired 


by the Arab Spring revolu¬ 
tions, since March 15. 

Although Russian President 
Dmitry Medvedev did in Octo¬ 
ber call on the Syrian leader to 
accept reforms or resign, Rus¬ 
sia has nevertheless opposed 
UN sanctions against Syria, in¬ 
sisting on the need for dialogue 
instead.

Police wrest control of Rio's 
largest favela

RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Security forces backed by hel¬ 
icopters peacefully took con¬ 
trol of Rio’s largest favela 
Sunday in a major assault to 
expel drug traffickers ahead of 
the 2014 World Cup and 2016 
Summer Olympics. 

At 4:10 am, hundreds of 
police special forces and 200 
navy commandos punched 
their way into the Rocinha 
shantytown, in a bid to break 
the drug lords' 30-year rule 
there, as well as into the 
smaller Vidigal favela. 

The high-profile operation 
in a city with one of the highest 
murder rates in the country is 
part of an official campaign 
since 2008 to restore security 


pie from around the world for 
the two major sporting events. 

Built on a steep hillside 
overlooking the city nestled 
between two wealthy neigh¬ 
borhoods, Rocinha is home to 
120,000 people. Nearby Vidi¬ 
gal has a population of 11,000. 
Security forces also occupied a 
third smaller shantytown, 
Chacara do Ceu. 

Security forces hoisted the 
Brazilian flag at both shanty¬ 
towns, proud to announce gov¬ 
ernment authority had been 
restored in a restive area that 
sits atop the road linking cen¬ 
tral Rio to the western districts 
where the Olympic village is 
due to be built. 

"I have the pleasure to in- 


Vidigal are under our control. 
There were no incidents and 
no shots were fired," military 
police chief Alberto Pinheiro 
Neto told a press conference. 

Rio state Governor Sergio 
Cabral informed President 
Dilma Rousseff of the success 
of the operation, which he at¬ 
tributed to close cooperation 
between local, state and fed¬ 
eral police units and the mili¬ 
tary. 

"We are rescuing this popu¬ 
lation which needs peace... 
People want to live in dignity 
and a life of dignity requires 
peace," the governor said. 

Police said they seized 13 
rifles, with telescopic sights 
and ammunition, as well as a 
grenade and an unspecified 
quantity of marijuana. 

Authorities reported one ar¬ 
rest but said none of the esti¬ 
mated 200 drug traffickers still 
believed to be in the favela 
were caught. 

Earlier this week, police 
captured Rio's drug kingpin 
Antonio Francisco Bonfim 
Lopes, also known as Nem. 

Nem was caught hidden in 
the trunk of a car, along with 
several accomplices and a few 
corrupt policemen who were 
protecting them. 

"Weapons, drugs, ammuni¬ 
tion, (wanted) people are im¬ 
portant, but returning the 
territory to people who for 30 
years did not have control is no 
mean achievement," said Rio 
state public security chief Jose 
Mariano Beltrame, hailing the 
slums' "liberation." 

Federal police said the paci¬ 
fication drive would continue 
and that they were counting on 
help from residents to locate 
larger caches of drugs and 
weapons.

’’Illness is no respecter of 
persons, and justice demands 
that every effort be made to 
place the fruits of scientific 
research at the disposal of all 
who stand to benefit from 
them, irrespective of their 
means,” Benedict told some 
250 delegates who attended a 
Vatican conference on the re¬ 
search this week. 

The Vatican, which is op¬ 
posed to embryonic stem cell 
therapy because it requires 
the destruction of a human 
embryo, hosted experts in 
adult stem cells, seen by the 
Roman Catholic Church as 
an alternative since no em¬ 
bryo is involved. 

In May 2010, the Holy See 
signed a deal with US bio- 
pharmaceutical company 
NeoStem that specialises in 
adult stem cells and the Vati¬ 


can has already invested one 
million dollars (730,000 
euros) in the company’s work. 

The fact that human em¬ 
bryonic stem cells (ESC) can 
potentially become any type 
of cell in the body has long 
held out the tantalising prom¬ 
ise of diseased organs or tis¬ 
sue being repaired or 
replaced with healthy, lab- 
grown cells. 

’’When the end in view is 
one so eminently desirable as 
the discovery of a cure for 
degenerative illnesses, it is 
tempting for scientists and 
policymakers to brush aside 
ethical objections...,” Bene¬ 
dict said of embryonic stem 
cell research. 

But the discovery in 2007 
that it is possible to coax cer¬ 
tain adult cells back into their 
immature, pre-specialised 
state has fuelled renewed ef¬ 
forts to generate brand new 
muscle, heart or even brain 
cells, this time from raw ma¬ 
terial provided by the patient. 

And for the Church adult 
stem cells pose no ethical 
dilemma.

Mars explorers will include women, 
experts say 




WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Men walked on the Moon, 
but women will be among the 
pioneering explorers who 
someday step foot on Mars, 
said a gathering of top female 
space experts this week. 

Plenty has changed since 
Neil Armstrong and 11 male 
successors left their foot¬ 
prints on the Moon from 
1969 to 1972, but lingering 
stereotypes still harm young 
girls and not enough women 
reach the upper levels of 
planetary science, they said. 

Some of the leading 
women at NASA, Lockheed 
Martin, SpaceX and other or¬ 
ganizations came together for 
a two-day meeting in the na¬ 
tion’s capital to discuss their 
work, how they made it and 
how the next generation can, 
too. 

Of the 350 women in the 
United States with doctorates 
in planetary science, only 39 
are employed at NASA, ac¬ 
cording to Susan Niebur, a 
US space agency mission 
consultant and founder of 
Women in Planetary Science. 

Some women have made 
it onto the management 
teams of recent Mars proj¬ 
ects, but in small numbers, 
according to an analysis pre¬ 
sented by Linda Billings, a 
research professor at George 
Washington University. 

For instance, the manage¬ 
ment of the 1997 Mars 
Pathfinder project had seven 
men and one woman; the 
2004 Mars Exploration 
Rover project had two

women and eight men; 
and two women are 
among 13 male ’’key team 
members” of the Mars 
Science Laboratory set to 
launch later this month. 

Those who have made 
it have faced obstacles, 
ranging from trying to 
maneuver in spacesuits 
designed for men who are 
six feet (1.8 meter) tall to 
facing blunt cultural biases 
about the role of women. 

Astronaut Cady Coleman, 
a veteran of two shuttle mis¬ 
sions who has lived aboard 
the International Space Sta¬ 
tion with male colleagues for 


six months, shared her frus¬ 
tration at constantly being 
asked, by media and others, 
if she missed her family back 
on Earth. 

’’People would say ’How 
does it feel to be away from 
your son during all this time?’ 
And part of me wants to say, 
’Do you ask the guys these 
questions?’ Because they ac¬ 
tually don’t, and it is wrong 
for two reasons: 

’’One, the guys miss their 
kids and their spouses just as 
much; and two, we are doing 
this because we think the 
work that we do is impor¬ 
tant.”

UN climate panel: 


Regions must brace for 
weather extremes 



PARIS (AFP) - Southern Eu¬ 
rope will be gripped by fierce 
heatwaves, drought in North 
Africa will be more common, 
and small island states face 
ruinous storm surges from ris¬ 
ing seas, according to a report 
by UN climate scientists. 

The assessment is the most 
comprehensive probe yet by 
the 194-nation Intergovern¬ 
mental Panel on Climate 
Change (IPCC) into the im¬ 
pact of climate change on ex¬ 
treme weather events. 

A 20-page draft ’’summary 
for policymakers” obtained 
by AFP says in essence that 
global warming will create 
weather on steroids. 

It also notes that these 
amped-up events — cyclones, 
heat waves, diluvian rains, 
drought — will hit the world 
unevenly. 

Subject to modification, 
the draft summary will be ex¬ 
amined by governments at a 
six-day IPCC meeting start¬ 
ing today in the Ugandan cap¬ 
ital of Kampala. 

In the worst scenario, 
human settlement in some 
areas could be wiped out, the 
report warns. 

Three years in the making, 
the underlying 800-page re¬ 
port synthesises thousands of 


recent, peer-reviewed scien¬ 
tific studies. 

The authors expresses 
high confidence in some find¬ 
ings but stresses uncertainty 
in others, mainly due to lack 
of data. 

They also emphasise that the 
vulnerability of human settle¬ 
ments depends as much or 
more on exposure, prepared¬ 
ness and the capacity to respond 
as it does on the raw power of 
Nature’s violent outburts. 

Average global tempera¬ 
tures have risen by nearly 1.0 
degree Celsius (1.8 degrees 
Fahrenheit) since pre-indus¬ 
trial times, with forecasts for 
future warming ranging be¬ 
tween an additional 1.0 C to 
5.0 C (1.8-9.0 F) by 2100. 

But these worldwide fig¬ 
ures mask strong regional dif¬ 
ferences. 

Among the findings: 

- Western Europe is at risk 
from more frequent heat 
waves, in particular along the 
Mediterranean rim. 

Record-busting tempera¬ 
tures in 2003 responsible for 
some 70,000 excess deaths 
across Europe may become 
closer to average summer 
peaks by as early as mid-cen¬ 
tury, the report suggests. 

— The eastern and south¬ 


ern United States and the 
Caribbean will probably face 
hurricanes amplified by heav¬ 
ier rainfall and increased 
wind speeds. 

Greater population density 
in exposed areas, rising prop¬ 
erty values and inadequate in¬ 
frastructure will boost 
vulnerability, the draft warns. 
Hurricane Katrina, which hit 
New Orleans in 2005, is seen 
by some scientists as an exam¬ 
ple of just such an confluence. 

— For small island states, 
the top threat is incursion 
from rising seas, which not 
only erodes shorelines but 
poisons aquifers and destroys 
farmland as well. 

Already measurable, these 
impacts are ’’very likely” — a 
90-percent or greater proba¬ 
bility — to become worse over 
time, even intolerable, the re¬ 
port concludes. 

”In some cases, there may 
be a need to consider perma¬ 
nent evacuation,” it says. 

— Climate models hold out 
the prospect of more droughts 
for West Africa, raising the 
spectre of famine in regions 
where daily life is already a 
hand-to-mouth experience for 
millions. 

Factor in the biggest pop¬ 
ulation boom of any continent 
over the next half-century and 
the danger of food ’’insecu¬ 
rity” in Africa becomes even 
greater, it cautions. 

— In South Asia and 
Southeast Asia, computer 
models see a doubling in the 
frequency of devastating rain¬ 
storms. In East Asia, excep¬ 
tional heatwaves will become 
hotter, and less exceptional. 

By mid-century, tempera¬ 
ture peaks in East Asia will be 
around 2.0 C (3.6 F) more 
than today, and by 2100 some 
4.0 C (7.2 F), even under sce¬ 
narios that see some efforts to 
reduce greenhouse-gas emis¬ 
sions. 


Internet keeps government honest: Google chief 


(AFP) — Broader adoption of 
the Internet will keep govern¬ 
ments on their toes as wired- 
up citizens exercise their 
newfound power to check 
rights abuses, Google chief 
Eric Schmidt said recently. 

”In nations and communi¬ 
ties around the world, citi¬ 
zens are turning to online 
tools to keep their govern¬ 
ments honest,” he told busi¬ 
ness leaders on the sidelines 
of the Asia-Pacific Economic 
Cooperation (APEC) forum 
in Honolulu. 

’’Whistleblowing has 


never been so easy,” he said. 

Schmidt cited demonstra¬ 
tions that toppled the leaders 
of Tunisia and Egypt in 
which activists used Face- 
book to schedule protests, 
Twitter to coordinate them 
and YouTube to broadcast the 
events to the world. 

With 52 percent of the 
global population under the 
age of 30, the youth can have 
a bigger say on issues be¬ 
cause they are the most pro¬ 
lific users of the Internet. 

But while governments 


should not ignore online 
protests, Schmidt also 
warned that they could be ex¬ 
aggerated. 

”It’s easy in the online 
world to create the impres¬ 
sion of a revolution in the 
form of noise. 

Greater adoption of the In¬ 
ternet will lead to the creation 
of two global systems — the 
physical sphere where the 
government has power over 
its people and a virtual world 
where people can have more 
influence, he said.

Fresh concern over debt crisis as Italy 
picks new leadership 


ROME (AFP) - Former Euro¬ 
pean comissioner Mario Monti 
was nominated yesterday to re¬ 
place Silvio Berlusconi as head 
of a new cabinet charged with 
battling an unprecedented cri¬ 
sis in the eurozone’s third 
largest economy. 

With both eurozone coun¬ 
tries undergoing economic 
shock therapy to stave off 
bankruptcy, there were new 
warnings that the 17-nation eu¬ 
rozone's woes are threatening 
the global economy. 

After receiving the nomina¬ 
tion from President Giorgio 
Napolitano, he said he would 
work "to get out quickly of a 
situation which has elements 
of an emergency but which 
Italy can overcome with a 


united effort". 

Monti received the mandate 
to form a government yester¬ 
day after hours of political 
talks but its exact composition 
is set to be unveiled in the 
coming days before a confi¬ 
dence vote in parliament for¬ 
mally gives it power. 

Italy has a toxic mix of a 
1.9 trillion euro (2.6 trillion 
dollar) debt, an extremely low 
growth rate and high borrow¬ 
ing costs — last week, long¬ 
term bond rates rose above 7.0 
percent, a dangerous level that 
could make the nation's debt 
unsustainable within months. 

Although both the IMF and 
European Financial Stability 
Facility have reportedly offered 
financial help, some econo¬ 


mists have warned that, unlike 
fellow eurozone members 
Greece, Ireland and Portugal, 
Italy may be "too big to bail". 

The clock is ticking too for 
Greece's new Prime Minister 
Lucas Papademos, who has al¬ 
ready faced warnings from 
Germany and France that he 
has to implement promised 
austerity measures to qualify 
for the next slice of an interna¬ 
tional bailout loan. 

Finance Minister Evangelos 
Venizelos, who kept his job in 
a government of national unity 
agreed last week, hopes the lat¬ 
est slice of the bailout agreed 
for Greece will be paid soon 
after another EU finance min¬ 
isters meeting on November 
17.

Kuwait's oil output 
exceeds 3 mn bpd 


KUWAIT CITY (AFP) - 
Kuwait has boosted its oil out¬ 
put to above three million bar¬ 
rels per day, the oil minister 
said yesterday and warned that 
any cut in crude production 
would send world prices soar¬ 
ing. 

"Our oil production yester¬ 
day (Saturday) hit 3.067 million 
barrels and the previous day we 
produced 3.054 million bar¬ 
rels," Mohammad al-Baseeri 
said in comments cited by the 
official KUNA news agency. 

In September and October, 
Kuwait produced 2.9 million 
bpd, high above its OPEC 
quota of 2.2 million bpd, mak¬ 
ing it the group's third largest 
crude producer. 

Baseeri said Kuwait 
boosted its production to com¬ 
pensate for a shortage in the 
market, adding that the world 


would still need additional 
supplies of between 1.0 mil¬ 
lion and 1.5 million bpd until 
the end of 2011. 

The minister said Kuwait 
would call on the Organisation 
of Petroleum Exporting Coun¬ 
tries, which meets next month, 
to raise output to meet increas¬ 
ing demand. 

"Any cut in production will 
trigger a big increase in prices 
which will not alleviate the 
economic crises in Europe and 
the United States and will 
leave a negative impact on pro¬ 
ducers and consumers," the 
minister said. 

The benchmark US oil 
price closed on Friday near the 
$ 100 mark last seen in late July 
as market bullishness followed 
a rise in confidence that Eu¬ 
rope is moving toward a reso¬ 
lution of its debt crisis. 


NOC: Libyan oil output 
hits 600,000 bpd 


DOHA (AFP) - Libya has 
boosted its oil crude produc¬ 
tion to 600,000 barrels per day 
and is expected to add another 
200,000 bpd before the end of 
the year, National Oil Corpora¬ 
tion chief Nuri Berouin said 
yesterday. 

"Our production has 
reached 600,000 bpd of which 
140,000 bpd go to (local) re¬ 
fineries," said Berouin, adding 
that the remaining 460,000 bpd 
are exported. 

Tripoli expects to raise its 
oil output to 800,000 bpd be¬ 
fore the end of 2011 and reach 


pre-crisis levels of 1.7 billion 
bpd by the end of next year, 
Berouin told reporters on the 
sidelines of a gas forum meet¬ 
ing in Doha. 

He said that the damage to 
oil facilities from the revolu¬ 
tion that ousted Moamer Kad- 
hafi is expected to cost 
"hundreds of millions of dol¬ 
lars." 

A senior National Oil Cor¬ 
poration official told AFP ear¬ 
lier this month that the rate of 
recovery of oil production was 
faster than expected after a 
vital pipeline was repaired.

LAS VEGAS (AFP) - Manny 
Pacquiao should fight Juan 
Manuel Marquez for a fourth 
time before climbing into the 
ring with Floyd Mayweather, 
according to the Filipino box¬ 
ing star's trainer, Freddie 
Roach. 

Pacquiao edged Marquez 
by majority decision on Sat¬ 
urday, giving him two razor- 
thin triumphs and a draw in 
three fights with the Mexican 
counterpuncher, who said 
judges robbed him in all three 
decisions, the latest being the 
worst. 

"It was a robbery. They 
robbed me," Marquez said. "I 
won again. What do I need to 
do for the judges to give me 
the fight?" 

Marquez might never 
know, saying he is so frus¬ 
trated by the defeat in the 
wake of a 2004 draw and a 
2008 loss by a single point 


that he is considering re¬ 
tirement. 

But if Marquez does 
fight again, Roach would 
like to see him fight Pac¬ 
quiao before "PacMan" 
has a long-anticipated 
fight against unbeaten 
US star Mayweather, 
seen as Pacquiao's top 
rival for world "pound 
for pound" supremacy. 

"He has given us 
problems three times," 
Roach said. "I think he 
deserves a rematch first." 

Two judges handed Pac¬ 
quiao the victory by margins 
of 116-112 and 115-113 
while the third scored the 
fight a 114-114 draw, giving 
the Asian southpaw his 15th 
victory in a row and a record 
of 54-3 with two drawn. 

"It's a fight I don't want to 
do again," Roach said. "But I 
think we have to." 

The outcome did nothing 
to halt Marquez's claims of 
being the better fighter as 
Pacquiao had hoped to do 
and many Twitter postings 
after the bout agreed with 
Marquez that he had been 
robbed, provoking an angry 
reaction from promoter Bob 
Arum. 

Mayweather advisor 
Feonard Ellerbe said his man 
wants a May 5 fight with the 
best fighter available, but 
Pacquiao's team is unlikely to 
leap into that bout, especially 
with promoter Bob Arum 
saying he wants Pacquiao- 
Marquez 4 next May. 


(AFP)—Federer duly held

Federer

SYDNEY (AFP) - Greg 
Chalmers swooped under the 
radar to capture his second 
Australian Open by a shot 
and prolong Tiger Woods's 
tournament drought at The 


PARIS (AFP) - Roger Fed¬ 
erer won the Paris Masters 
for the first time on Sunday 
by defeating Frenchman Jo- 
Wilfried Tsonga 6-1, 7-6 
(7/3) in a one-sided final. 

It was the Swiss star's 
third tournament win of the 
year after Doha in January 
and his Basel hometown 
event last week. It was also 
his 18th Masters title win, 
second only to Rafael Nadal 
who has won 19 times, and 
the 69th title of his career. 

"This is the realisation of 
a dream for me and it's been 
so long that I have been 
waiting for it," said Federer 
after receiving the Paris 
Masters trophy from the 
hands of star French basket¬ 
ball star Tony Parker. 

"Honestly, I am surprised 
myself at just how well I am 
playing." 

Tsonga, the winner here 
in 2008 and a hugely popu¬ 
lar figure with the noisy 
Bercy Stadium crowd, was 
aggressive from the start 
and he immediately had two 
break points. 

The 30-year-old Federer, 
though, saved them both 
and then took total com¬ 
mand of the match running 
off five games in a row with 
two breaks of serve. 

The Frenchman finally 
got off the mark by holding 
serve at the third attempt, 
but Federer was easy on 
serve and he promptly 
pocketed the first set. 

Tsonga looked shell¬ 
shocked and frustrated, but 
he held serve twice to take 
a 2-1 lead at the start of the 
second set and finally capi¬ 
talised on some errors from 
the Swiss star to put some 
pressure on his opponent's 
serve. 

A whipped crosscourt 
forehand which wrong¬ 
footed Federer at the net 
gave Tsonga break point but 
he went for broke on his 
service return.
